THE GRAND OFFENSIVE. 
The Allies have already begun the 
grand offensive of 1918, according to 
our way of 
seeing 
the 
situation. 
Foch’s idea gems to be to hit the en­ 
emy in one place, then in another 
and then another. Modern warfare 
makes this almost inevitable in an of­ 
fensive that has as its object the de­ 
moralization and final destruction of 
the opposing army. In modern war­ 
fare an attacking army must keep up 
its railroads, its highways, its tele­ 
phone lines, its camouflage material, 
its artillery, and all this takes time. 
Even if an army is unusually strong 
and the opposing forces are unusual­ 
ly weak, time must be had to keep 
these lines of 
communication 
and 
supplies in first class condition. 
Now that the 
Huns have 
been 
driven back to the Hindenburg line in 
Northern France, they are turning 
and giving battle, the best battle they 
can possible give. Slowly but surely 
the British, Belgium and French sol­ 
diers 
are 
hammering their way 
through the entangling defenses of 
this line and 
are approaching St. 
Quetin, La Fere, Laon and Cambrai 
It is only a matter of time until these 
bulwarks of 
Germany's

system in France will give way and 
retreat across another wide stretch 
of territory is inevitable. 
But while progress is slow in this 
part of the battle, Foch strikes in 
the Balkan States and in Palestine.

GERMANS OSE NETTLES 
FBR CLOTH MAKING 


(By the Associated Press) 
Amsterdam, 
Sept. 
26.—Govern­ 
ment-backed propaganda to familiar­ 
ize the German public with the ad­ 
vantages of nettle fibre fabrics is be­ 
coming more intense as the Father­ 
land’s remaining wool 
and 
cotton 
stocks are dwindling in size. 
At Zehlendorf dear Berlin there is 
a large nettle farm where the weeds 
planted this spring, have grown to 
a man’s height. This nettle-growing 
business is carried on under the aus­ 
pices of the “War Raw Materials” 
section of the War Dpartment in Ber­ 
lin, and 25,000 persons find employ­ 
ment in collecting the young plants 
in all parts of the country. 
At the present time there are in 
Germany about IOO nettle fibre tex­ 
tile works, where the dried stalks are 
woven Into 
cloth. 
One 
hundred 
pounds of well dried stalks is paid 
for at the rate of 14 marks, while, 
the dry leaves, which are much in 
demand as cattle fodder, fetch IO 
marks for IOO ponnds. The same 
price is paid for a pound of dried 
nettle seeds. 
To encourage private 
enterprise, 
every person who brings in any of 
the above mentioned quantities, is 
presented with a reel of "nettle cot­ 
ton” an a bonus. 
In the 
vicinity 
of 
Settin 
and 
Friesack, in the province of Brand­ 
enburg, other nettle farms have been 
laid out on moorland, which is not 
suitable for cereal growing. The net- 
| 
!e cultivation, for which the state 
ays a bounty of 160 marks an acre, 
has the double advantage of prepar­ 
ing the soil for other crops. 
It is asserted that nettle fibre is 
stronger than cotton, and that ten 
pounds of dry nettle 
stalks 
yield 
three yards of “cloth.”

Washington, Sept. 26.—Palestine 
under British control is for the first 
time in centuries enjoying the ad­ 
ministration of real justice although 
for the present this takes the form 
of military law. 
In answer to an inquiry from a 
Philadelphian the British 
embassy, 
has made the following reply re­ 
garding the legal procedure in Pales­ 
tine:
